a ftxrther infection of capital by 
shareholders two months ago.

A missionary-explorer, the first 
European to settle in what is now 
Arizona, founded the oldest chu¬ 
rch still in daily use in the U.S. — 
the famous San Xavier del Bac 
Mission, located on an Indian 
reservation eight miles south of 
Tucson. 

Eusebio Francisco Kino moved 
northward from Mexico in 1687 to 
work with the Pima and Papagos 
Indians. He began by teaching 
them the rudiments of cattle ran¬ 
ching. In 1700, he opened the first 


Byzantine architecture. It is made 
of adobe on a stone foundation. 

Its twin towers (one of them 
unfinished) gleam brightly in the 
almost constant sun. A coat of 
whitewash, renewed at regular 
intervals, makes the church a 
brilliant beacon above the dun- 
colored sand surrounding it — 
earning it the name "White Dove 
of the Desert."

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Chad president escapes 
attempt on his life 


NDJAMENA, Chad, April 13 (Ag¬ 
encies). — Two people were kil¬ 
led and 70 were wounded when 
would-be assassins tried to kill 
President Felix Malloum with hand 
grenades today — but the Presi¬ 
dent escaped unhurt, official sour¬ 
ces said. 

A presidential bodyguard was 
one of those killed when three 
grenades were tossed into the of¬ 
ficial stands at a military parade 
here, the sources said. 

The march-past marked the 
first anniversary of the coup which 
brought General Malloum to pow¬ 
er.

Lisbon police 
separate rival 
political groups 

LISBON Apr. 13 (R) — Riot po¬ 
lice today battled hundreds of ex¬ 
treme leftwingers trying to break 
up a political meeting organised 
by Portugal’s Conservative Centre 
Democrats (CDS) in central Lis¬ 
bon. 

The clash was one of several 
involving rival groups that have 
kept up an atmosphere of simme¬ 
ring political violence in the cam¬ 
paign for the April 25 parliament¬ 
ary elections. 

During today's troubles, a de¬ 
tachment of Portugal’s new riot 
police charged stone-throwing lef¬ 
tists and helped evacuate a few 
dozen CD5 supporters from a sch¬ 
ool where they were holding an 
election meeting. 

Police fired several warning sh¬ 
ots into the air to disperse the 
demonstrators, but there were no 
injuries. 

The CDS were also prevented 
from holding a rally in the small 
town of Caminha, in the extreme 
north of Portugal, by several hu¬ 
ndred leftists shouting “death to 
fascism." They occupied the site 
where the meeting was due to 
be held yesterday.

Pentagon says 
Teng’s dismissal 
hurts China’s army 

WASHINGTON Apr. 13 (AFP) — 
The Pentagon believes that the 
dismissal of Teng Hsiao-ping co¬ 
uld lead to a drop In the quality 
of Chinese army officers, Defence 
Department sources said today. 

Pentagon analysts believe that 
when he was Army Chief of Staff, 
Mr. Teng put emphasis on profes¬ 
sionalism rather than on the cor¬ 
rect political line, the sources sa¬ 
id. 

His departure could now leod to 
a change of policy, the Pentagon 
experts believe. 

What is likely to continue, ho¬ 
wever, is Mr. Teng's programme 
of intensive modernisation of the_ 
armed forces.

The Socialists and Communists 
said today the only chance to avoid 
a poll was for all parties to agree 
on a cc-mmon platform to last 
until the end of the present legis¬ 
lature next spring. 

If a general election reflected 
the voting trends of regional elec¬ 
tions last June, the Communists 
and Socialists would take 47 per 
rent of the vote. But recent opi¬ 
nion polls indicate they could now 
seize a slim overall majority. 

The Christian Democrats have 
rejected an interim common plat¬ 
form. But tbe leadership will recon¬ 
sider the idea at tomorrow’s me¬ 
eting. 


Madrid Apr. 13 (Agencies) — 
Police feared today that Basque 
nationalist guerrillas might kill 
two Spanish detectives missing in 
France as a reprisal for a crackd¬ 
own on their organisation in Spa¬ 
in. 

The two men, Jose Luis Marti¬ 
nez, 31 and Jose Maria Ituero 25. 
disappeared in the French border 
town of Hendaye eight days ago, 
apparently kidnapped by the Bas¬ 
que guerrilla organisation ETA. 

Spanish police have arrested 87 
alleged ETA members and symp¬ 
athisers, including three men said 
to be responsible for the kidnapp¬ 
ing and death of a Basque indust¬ 
rialist, Senor Angel Serazadi. 

The Interior Ministry imposed a 
24-hour news blackout on the ar¬ 
rests. hoping to capture another 
member of the commando unit 
which it said had killed him. 

The order was lifted last night 
when it was clear that the man 
had got away. 

The arrests were seen here as 
a severe blow to ETA, which se¬ 
eks to establish a socialist republic 
in the northern Basque provinces.

Crosland going to

LONDON Apr. 13 (AFP) — New 
British Foreign Secretary Antho¬ 
ny Crosland “intends to visit Ch¬ 
ina next month," it was announ¬ 
ced officially here today. 

A statement said it was “not 
yet certain whether he will also 
visit Japan and Hong Kong." 

The date and details of Mr. Cr- 
osland's trip have not yet been 
fixed “with all those concerned" 
and this could take several more 
days, the statement said. 

An invitation to Peking was 
received in March 1975 by then 
Foreign Secretary James Callagh¬ 
an, who planned to make the trip 
in May this year. 

Mr. Callaghan was intending 
to stop in Hong Kong and Tokyo 
during his trip to attend the an¬ 
nual Anglo-Japanese ministerial ta¬ 
lks. 

Whitehall sources hinted that 
the new Foreign Secretary might 
confine his visit to China in or¬ 
der to have more time to give 
priority to European affairs and 
to attend Common Market sessi¬ 
ons in Brussels.
